2. Claims 14,16-18 and 24 (formerly claim 11) remain rejected as stated in the final 
rejection. 

3. All 112 rejections have been corrected. 

4. Concerning applicant's arguments, and Ootori, 13 is called his "unit". However, 
the breadth of "unit" allows 1 or 5 to be the unit with 55 and 56 between 31 and either of 
the lower boards. 

Concerning Nakajima, metal holder 26 in figure 3 clearly will act as a shield for the cpu. 
Such is inherent since it is of metal. 

Frank is still applicable since column 6 describes plate 140 as a metal shield and recites 
that the plate also conducts and radiates energy. Shielding and sinking are therefore 
inherent in the Frank reference. 

5. The claims are broader than argued. The applied references are believed to be 
appropriate. All arguments were carefully considered, but not persuasive as to the 
rejected claims.
